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Step closer to golf course 


The golf course proposed by Welsh Development Corp, 
on Benson in the city’s green belt is one step closer to 
reality. 

The discovery last Thursday of the existence of a 20°’ 
unused water main owned by the Chino Basin Water District 
removes a major obstacle to negotiations between the city and 
Welsh, 

According to Michael R, Quinn, the Upland attorney who is 
representing Welsh Development, construction of the pro- 
posed golf course hinged largely on the availability of 
water at less than domestic rates, 

The City owns two wells containing high nitrate water 
on Benson south of the railroad tracks, but getting the 
unpotable water to the proposed site has been a problem, 

The cost of installing a water main from the wells to the 
site is estimated at $20,000, The development corporation 
did not consider it economically feasible to put in the water 
main, Quinn indicated, 

In a telephone interview Monday, City Manager riwin 
Alder said the city staff had known of the existence of the 
Benson Ave, water main “‘since the day it was put in,’’ Quinn 
however indicated that he had learned of tt last Thursday 
in a discussion with the city manager, 

Robert Hess, assistant general manager of the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District said the Benson Ave, water main 
went into disuse after a brief period when people found they 
could pump their wells cheaper than they could buy water 
from the water district then in existence, 

‘As far-as the Chino Basin Municipal Water District is 
concerned, the Benson main has run at a loss since it was 
built, The District would probably look very favorably on 
any offer to buy or lease it,’’ Hess said, 

A major obstacle still remains in the golf course nego- 
tiations, There is a difference of opinion on the rental fee 
for a portion of the city’s 30 acres, 

Welsh has offered to pay the city 7% of market value of 
the property, however the developer places a lesser market 
value on the 10 to 15 acres in the free zone, “‘The property 
in the free zone cannot be used for anything,’’ Quinn said, 

We think it is reasonable to place alesser market value on 
property that cannot be used for anything than that on the 
highly desirable property on Benson, : 

Councilman Hal Bailin challenged the different valuation 
at the July 6 City Council meeting, ‘‘All of the acreage will 
be used for the golf course,”” Bailin said, ‘‘I think the city 
should be paid the same for all the acreage,” 

Councilmen John McCarthy and Max Hawkins were named 
at that meeting as a committee to study the Welsh proposal 
and report at the July 19 Council meeting, As of Monday, 
there had been no meetings betweer the committee and the 
Welsh people, according to Alder,

“Tax reform can only come by 
having people in organizations 
like yours demanding a change,” 
Senator George Moscone (D-San 
Francisco) told the members of 
the Upland Chamber of Com- 
merce at their annual installa- 
tion banquet. He was a featured 
speaker at the banquet. 

Moscone sounded a somber 
note, touching on taxes, welfare 
reform and Governor Ronald 
Reagan’s budget cuts, Moscone 
said he wished he could be less 
somber at an obvious gala, but 
serious issues face California 
this year, 

He traced the history of the 
governor’s budget maneuvers, 
which he termed as traditional 
for governors, The first year you 
blame finances on the previous 
administration, Moscone said he, 
along with other legislators, had 
asked the governor for tax re- 
form and a withholding tax that 
first year. The governor re- 
plied, “As long as I am in of- 
fice, | will not favor a withhold- 
ing tax,”” 

Last year the governor took 
the position of rebating surplus 
money to the taxpayers, “‘I look 
upon this as a political move,”’ 
Moscone said, When you get a 
rebate of this sort, out of $5 you 
get what’s left aus the state 
takes $4.95. 

You will not save taxes by the 
governor’s budget cuts because

the money will have tocome from 
some other tax resource that you 
are now paying. “I call the gov- 
ernor’s budget a fictional docu- 
ment, politically oriented,’ Mos- 
cone said, The governor refuses 
to face up to inflation and uses 
budget cuts as the guise to shift 
&@ great burden on the taxpayers 
of California, 

Other subjects the Senator 
touched upon were: 

--The University system: 
“Once it was a great system 
but with $49 million cut off, it’s 
nothing any more, | feel it’s a 
breach against an agreement with 
taxpayers of this state,”’ 

-~State employes raises: ‘“‘The 
governor’s veto of raises for the 
100,000 state employes was a 
political move because it is un- 
popular politically to say any- 
thing good about those at the so- 
called public trough.’® Moscone 
believes this cut will be over- 
ridden by the legislature, 

--School cuts: “‘The budget 
cuts on school aid will lessen 
the quality of education for your 
children, Once the ideal was 50- 
50, and once the state got up to 
44 percent, but now it has dropped 
to 31,2 percent and the 69 per 
cent will have to be made up from 
property taxes,” 

Slashes in budgets more often 
than not mean less savings tothe 
state | and a higher tax bill for 
you, Moscone concluded,

The Navy’s newest amphil*ous ship named for the city and county of San Ber- 
nardino was commissioned in Long Beach recently, The ship is the eighth of ite 
kind to be delivered to the fleet by National Steel and 5h Uding Company in 
San Diego. The design of the San Bernardino represents a radical departure from 
the traditional concept of the amphibious tank landing ship. The bow doors of the 
old LST’s have been replaced by a huge bow ramp which is pulled over the bow 
and supported by two outstretched derrick arms, A new destroyer-type bow en- 
ables her to maintain speeds in excess of 20 knots and operate with modern high 
speed amphibious forces, She is one of the first combat ships fitted with an in- 
ternal side propulsion unit at the bow, This “bow thruster’” consists of an 800 hp, 
electric motor, enabling the ship’s maneuverability in restricted waters, during 
mooring, beaching and causeway operationa, It is especially well designed for the 
rapid unfoading of vehicles and equipment and hasa astern gate to provide for the 
launching of amphibious vehicles, The ship’s 10-ton booms and large helicopter 
landing deck enhance her cargo handling capabilities, Living quarters offer the 
latest in comfort and are fully airconditioned, There is a barber shop, ice cream 
shop, laundry and dry cleaning plant, tailor shop and recreation room and library 
for the crew,
